FIRE SMOULDERING 

IN MINES AT CHERRY 



Cherry. ,111 , Feb. 3 — Further ex- 
ploration of the tunnels of the St 
Paul mine today made it crtain 
(hat It will be many days before the 
2(X» bodies, still In the mine, can he 
recovered. AH the tunnes In the 
inter'.or of the mine are Wock.'d as 
the result of the fallng In of Ihe 
roofs and the debris. These must 
lie moved Isefore the bodies can be 
released. Work of clearing the tuis- 
nels is extremely hazardous as the 
tunnel roofs continue to cave-in. en- 
dangering the lives of the workmen 
It la believed there are about 100 
bodies on the second level and aa 
snioulderlnK In the second revel. The 
fire which cniiKvd the dlsast.v. Is still 
smoldering In the second level KVO 
feet west of the main shaft. Behind 
the blaze a.* loo bodtot.

Tljotr yoa*l] have a 'pot roast' which, 
if made right, will be fit to set be- 
fore the president. 

"Canned good* of all kinds are 
cheaper than ever before In our his- 
tory. Beans and peas ha\e not risen 
appreciably in price, and make the 
best food for man. Wheat flour at 
the price It Is now selling is the 
cheapest food that can be bought, 
and corn meal hasn't changed In 
price for tbo last ten years. 

"If the American cook would study 
the methods of the French cook, who 
uses up all the 'left overs," you 
would not hear so much about the 
increased cost of living. The aver 
ass» American cook throws away or 
wastes enough to ke,*p the ordinary 
French family golnsr. Over there 
they save every scrap of fat and ev- 
ery crumb of bread, and convert 
them Into appetizing dishes. Tttey 
know how to make the most out of 
the cheaper cuts of meat. Over here 
the average cook turns up his or her 
nose at the coarser grades of meat 
and thinks that nothing Is fit to eat 
unless U comes from the nelghoor 
hood of the tendeltete, 

••Of course a great deal of the add- 
ed cost In the price of meat products 
about as a resuJt of com- 
bination* of dealers. The farmer Is 
not gettlnit much more for his cattle
